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CHEERFUL FIRES 


C>* Saturday night, before going up to 
bed, you will be turning back the 
hands of the clock—officially signalling, 
as it were, a farewell to summer and its 
sunshine and showers. 
_ Of course, one always regrets the pass- 
ing of summer and the happy holidays, 
but even the most sophisticate among us 
must sometimes delight in the long, cheer- 
ful evenings beside a blazing fire, with 
the radio going or a good book on one’s 
kneex. Py 
We have already felt the approaching 
chill of winter, but the odd, warm days, 
which have helped to complicate those 
autumn colds, have caused quite a few 
wae to delay getting in their stock of 
coal for the months ahead. They think, 
perhaps, that we are going to have an 
‘“ Indian summer.” “Apart from the fact 
that an ‘“‘{ndian summer” is not very 
likely, they are making rather a big 
mistake in not getting their coal ordered 
while it still remains at summer prices. 
In a very short time now winter prices 
will be in force, and, apart from the 
dearer cost, you will have to wait for de- 
liveries. 

Just at the moment the coal yards are 
not too busy.~- Deliveries can be made 
much quicker when the ordcrs are not 
rapidly pouring in upon them, as they 
will be in a few weeks’ time. 


ROMANCE IN COAL 


There is a romance about the fuel which 
we shovel so carelessly in our fire grates 
as we settle down around them on a 
winter’s evening. But how many people 
think of that romance? Do you, for 
example, realise that men have risked 
their lives in the bowels of the earth to 


[cut that piece of coal which you cursed 


a moment ago when it fell. from the grate 
into the hearth? And when you are mak- 
ing out the cheque to pay your coal bill 


do you realise the amount of work that 
has been necessary to mine the coal, clean 
and grade it, before the railway trucks 
pulled away from the pithead in long 
strings to the coal ports? More money 
has gone into loading it into the colliers 
that must steam through stormy seas all 
the year round, winter and summer alike 
—no waiting for calm weather with them— 
to bring the coal to our shores. Sometimes 
more than thirty colliers arrive each week 
in the Port of Dublin alone to supply the 
needs of the Free State capital and its 
neighbouring counties. We call them 
‘‘grimy coal boats’’; certainly they are 
not things of beauty, but without them 
we should be feeling pretty chilly during 
the winter days ahead. 

And when the coal is landed in Dublin 
still more money has to be spent in getting 
it to the merchant’s yard. Later, when 
you casually ring up and order a ton or 
half a ton (‘‘It must be delivered this 
afternoon ’’), still more transport has to 
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be used to bring it to your home and 
fill your cellar. 

There is no doubt that the coal trade 
docs provide a great deal of employment, 
and so when one comes to consider 
everything that has happened to 
that piece of coal since the miner's 
pick first struck it somewhere in 


a dimly-lit tunnel below the earth it does | 


not seem quite so dear after all. 

It is generally more economical to order 
coal in large quantities; some modern 
houses, however, have not very big cellars, 
but it is quite a good scheme to place a 
contract now with your coal merchant for 
your full winter’s supply, and arrange for 
him to deliver it at intervals. 


WATER-HEATING 


For water-heating there is nothing to 
beat coke. The big gas undertakings in 
Ireland can provide a plentiful supply of 
this fuel quite cheaply, and the use of a 
coke boiler will serve two purposes—heat- 
ing the kitchen thoroughly and at the same 
time providing really hot water at all 
times. For an ordinary fire coke, mixed 
with household coal, makes a very 
oe ara which burns brightly and 
well, 

From the pictures in the fire—the 
pleasant fancies we weave in our minds 
as we sit half-dozing in the winter twilight 
—all sorts of things can be seen. The 
miners in their tunnels, the string of 
trucks being rushed to a port, the grimy 
collier butting its way across the sea, and 
then the cheerful blaze in the grate before 
you. Perhaps, your mind will slip back 
further than the picture of the miner— 
you may think of the people who inhabited 
the earth in the days when that hard, 
black substance which we call coa] was a 
growing tree in a forest; what wonderful 
stories one can weave for children out of 
thoughts inspired by a blazing fossilised 
lump of a forgotten forest. 


TURF FIRES 


If your ways ever take you past any of 
the canal harbours around Dublin you will 
have seen the great stacks of turf, built up 
by the sides of the-barges which have come 
along the miles of inland 
bringing us yet another type of fuel. from 
the bogs of the Midlands, 

There is always something pleasant 
about the look and smell of turf. H is 
pleasant to handle, and one’s mind slips 


easily back to thinking of the good times 


one has had sitting and yarning beside 
a great blazing turf fire in some farmhouse 
far down the country—or of the fine walks 
taken along the bog road in the summer, 
and the chats with the turf-cutters as they 
tossed the sods from the bank up to dry. 

Special grates are now available for 
those who wish to use only turf in their 
homes, but the average householder wil] 
find that the turf burns quite well in an 
ordinary grate with coal, It throws out a 
great heat, and apart from being a good 
fuel one can feel that one is really helping 
an Irish industry and the people on the 
land when buying a bag or two with your 
next. coal supplies, 

Stir the fire up before you settle back 
in your chair, but do not forget to get the 
winter’s supply of fuel put on order right 
away. Later on, if prices rise, you will 
be annoyed with yourself for failing to 
get the job done before the winter was 
really making itself felt. To-day is 
Thursday. If you get the coal ordered 
before the week-end you will be ahead of 
winter and will have accomplished a stroke 
of good business.
